» most successful of the two, and the Keport- 
er—a democratic paper—devotes consid- 
erable space toa description of the dis- 
play and the incidents connected there- 
with. Among other things, there was a 
spirited military contest, participated in 
by various colored companies, and-a gen- 
tleman from Indiana expressed surprise 
at secing negroes marching about a south- 
ern town with guns and bayonets.

FATHER’S WAY. 

We have received a letter fromia young 
farmer in Putnam county, who tells us that 
he has been engaged in farming for two 
years; that in selecting hisseed, preparing 
his ground, planting and working his crops, 
he pursued the same course, and carried 
out pretty much the plan of his father,who 
was a successful farmer in his day, but that 
he had failed to realize a profit during the 
two years, 

, Before the war there was many a father 
who had a way, and made fortunes. They 
owned and controlled their labor, they had 
fresh lands to cultivate, they were econom- 
ical, raised, made and would breed much 
that isnow bought, They had energy and 
were not afraid to work themselves. Times 
have changed,and farmers now miustchange 
with them, and adapt themselves to the re- 


There are many changes which farmers 
must now bring about in thew mode of 
farming, but we have not space to refer to 
the changes now. @ne thing we will allude 
to: In “father’s” day, the chief ideain the 
growing and gathering of acotton crop, the 
main thing was to make just as much of this 
article as possible. (Quantity will not alone 
answer, quality, now, if more a considera- 
tion than ever, and a change in this regard 
is requisite. Many cottons are sold on their 
class alone, color, freedom from leaf and 
ginning, all have much now to do with the 
grading of cotton. If the farmer wants 
good prices, his cotton must be as free from 
trash as possible. If he does not want his 
cotton pronounced “‘waSty,’’ he must have 
an eye to the ginning—"gin-cut’”’ cotton 
detracts from its “style.” Donot mix your 
seed, select your seed and raise and make 
good cotton and do not have a bale contain- 
ing two or three sorts of staple. In short, 
farmer, make good cotton, be careful in 
picking it, in handling it, keep your lint 
room clean, so there will be no dust to give 
the cotton a dingy appearance; let your 
patience and skill give you a reputation for 
a superior article. 

HORTICULTURAL NOTES, 

—Half-hardy roses may be protected by 
wrappings of straw; if very c Jd weather, a 
box or barrel may De set over the plant and 
fll up with tuet leaves, 

—In case of cuttings usually hard to 
grow, make the cuttings long and allow the 
lower leaves to remain, covering them with 
wrous but closely pressed mold. The upper 
eaves may be reduced one-half; and this, 
and the supply afforded from the covered 
lower ones, prevent the leaves and cuttings 
from shriveling before new roots are formed. 

—It is useless to expect roses to bloom in 
winter in pots, if lifted from the open 
ground, They should have been grown in 
summer in pots,where they can bave plenty 
of sun and moisture—a necessary requisite 
being plenty of well-ripened wood, without 
which a good supply of buds cannot be ex 
vected. Tender roses will stand considera- 
ile cold, but they should not be allowed to 
became absolutely frozen. 

CHICKEN LICE, 

We have one or two letters before us 
making some inquiries about chicken lice, 
how to free fowls from them and how to 
keep therm off. 

We have repeatedly given our readers ad- 
vice on the subject, so we can only reiterate 
what has been written. 

The best way to do is to prevent lice from 
getting a foothold either on the chickens or 
chicken-houses, Let chickens have a place 
to wallow in, keep their house white 
washed and wash their roosts with coal oil. 
These precautions will keep thew of 
Every spring and fall white-wash the inside 
of the house, also do it once or twice during 
the summer. Fumigate occasionally with 
sulphur; use coal oil freely as a wash about 
the roosting poles and on the bodies of the 
fowls, use sulphur or tobacco stems in the 
nest, and always keep asupply of dust and 
ashes where the fowls can wallow in it when 
they desire. 

See that young chickens come from the 
nest free from lice. Then anoint the old 
hen and chicks every two weeks with a mix 
ture composed of five ounces of sweet oil 
mixed with oneounceof oil of sassafras, 
and applied with a sewing machine oil can, 
Carbolie powder is also good tor lice on 
young chickens, it shonld be mixed with 
the contents of the dust box. 

When nothing else is at hand for young 
chickens, anoint them with lard oil, sweet 
eil, or any kind of grease slightly salted; 
but keep coal oil away from young chicks, 
setting hens and bens with chickens.

PLANTS. 


Geraniums should be kept rather dry 
after potting until growth begins, when they 
may be watered freely. Few persons cut 
back geraniums enough, It is best to cut 
back to within two or three inches of the 
surface in order tostart many lateral shoots. 

Soil cannot be too rich for roses, and so 
believing, it is well to have a leach made 
in the following way: Take an old barrel 
or keg haif full of stable manure and keep 
it filled with water; use this on the plants 
once or twice a week, but never in the heat 
of the day. If this is not convenient 
take the soot which forms in the 
pipe from a wood _ stove. Dis- 
solye this in water and use it in 
the same way, either of which will produce 
a strong, healthy and vigorous growth. 
Among the pretty roses are Elsie Vardew, 
which isacreamy white; Niphetos, white 
with large, lovely buds, and useful for per- 
sonal adornment; Mad. Basanquet, white, 
shaded with deep rose; and Mafechal Neil, 
large size, yellow. 

Plants for winter must be carefully man- 
aged. Heliotropes are difficult to remove 
from the ground and have them make a 
satisfactory growth. To make them suc- 
ceed they must be taken up carefully, and 
nearly the entire top cut away, leaving the 
plant in good shape. Now put in rich soil, 
water and put aside in a moderately coo! 
shaded*place for three or four days, the soil 
moist. but not wet, until the pot is filled 
with fine white roots. Then if placed ina 
warm room they will grow and bloom 
freely. 

LEARN YOUR TRADE. 

We often hear that lawyers must learn 
their trade, or calling; that a knowledge of 
law is not born in a man, does not come by 
intention, but he must learn from the 
books, and then with his practice — 
himself in his profession. As of the law, 
so of other professions or callings. Ignor- 
ant doctors, ignorant ministers, ignorant 
lawyers, and ignorant merchants, all ac- 
complish but little. 

Now, is it not important that a farmer 
should improve and perfect himself in his 
calling? Suppose the farmer’s father was a 
planter, what of it? Suppose he had spent 
all his days with his father cultivating the 
soil? But ’tis folly to write of this subject 
—he who plants now should, by the use of 
agricultural books and papers, improve his 
mind and grow in his calling, just as much 
as possible, 

DRY COWS. 

It is often a regret to us to see how much 
the owners of cows stand in their own light 
by neglecting them when they go dry. In 
towns and cities they are turned out on 
the streets to pick up a living among 
voods boxes, street water gutters and around 
wagon yards. In the country, dry cows are 
turned into old fields, where briars and 
broom sedge alone can be found. This is in- 
justice to the cow and but poor economy, 
for the result is a diminished product of 
milk, both in quality and qyantity, when 
she does come in, There isa large draft on 
the system to sustain the calf while the cow 
is carrying it, and to keep the cow in good 
condition, good food is as important as 
whey she is giving milk. An animal in 
poor condition cannot digest as mach food

It is a good plan 
to wash the trees annually with pure linseed 
oil, suipbur wash, or anything that will 
kill a fungold spore without injury to the 
bark 


ASPARAGUS. 
Deep spading and working in well-rotted 
mauare upon a piece of well-drained soil 
are the essential preparations for asparagus. 
Good, strong plants, one or two years old, 
should be procured. One foot each way is 
a very good distance to set the plants. Have 
a trench eight inches wide and six inches 
deep. In this place the plants carefully, 30 
that the foots shall spread out freely in ev- 
ery direetion. Afier this cover in th 

lants, being careful to work in soil that is 

fine about the roots. After planting, cover 
the ground with a dressing of old manure, 
but do not use fresh manure, as it nearly 
always contains more or less of weed 
ready to germinate in the spring. 

HORSE-RA DISH. 


Side roots from the main roots are best 
for setting out. Cat these rootlets mto 
pieces about six inches long, scraping away 
the fibres, keep until ready for setting out. 
The soil for horse-radish cannot be too rich, 
and if somewhat moist so much the oper 
[tis also to be made loose, tp the dems! fi. 
in the spring as can be worked. Mark the 
land thirty inches apart,-and make a drill 
for the root so the top will be just below 
the surface, and about one foot apart; 
ridge over them. As the plants begin to 
appear throw on more dirt; before the 
ground freezes the crop may be dug. 

FOR FRUIT TREES, 

Lime, wood ashes and old iron put 
around the roots of old fruit trees will have 
a good effect. It will restore trees to a 
heaithy condition and improve the quality 
of the fruit. A good wash for mossy trees 
is to heat an ounce of*sal soda to redness in 
an iron pot and dissolve in one gallon of 
water, and while warm apply to the trunk: 
After one application the moss and old 
bark will drop off, and the trunk will be 
quite smooth,

WHAT WAS DONE, 


Two parties claim to have leased the road 
at the sale at Macon.: Dr. Flewellen, the 
president of the Thomasville and Upson 
railroad, and Mr. J. C. Stanton, of Chatta- 
nooga, Tennessee. We received a letter 
from the president of the Thomasville and 
Upson railroad, and he is positive in his as- 
sertions that he wasthe highest and best 
bidder. He even goes so far as to prove it 
by the Macon Telegraph and Messenger. 

Mr. Stanton claims that his company, 
represented by Mr. Paine, is the highest 
and best bidder. He has been at the Kim- 
ball house since the sale, perfecting his pa- 
pers to demand the road.

“Then you are willing to stand on your 
case ?”’ 

“Yes sir, lam. I have notified the gov- 
ernor that I am willing to submit the whole 
question to him orto any impartial tribu- 
nal, and if he did not determine my claim 
just then, I would give it up and not say a 
word,” 

“What does the governor say to that?’’ 

“He has made up his mind, I think, to 
advertise another sale.’’ 

“Have you a company sufficient to build 
the extension from Macon to Atlanta?” 

“Yes, sir, and it would be done in 
nine months from the day it was turned 
overto me. We would not only build that, 
but we would build at once an extension 
from Brunswick to Jacksonville, Florida, 
My surveyors would have been preparing 
to-day to survey the road from Macon to 
Atlanta, but for the action of the gov- 
ernor.’’ 

‘What do you intend to do about it?” 

“Well that is a hard question for a news- 
peger man to ask.

“Do you propose to make further efforts 
to get the road ?”’
